Describing an attack on armament factories at Coventry, the cor­ 
respondent wrote: 
“At intervals of a few minutes, our heaviest bombs w’ere hurled 
dowm on workshops, warehouses, 
railway tracks and

tive buildings. 
“Fires and explosions resulted 
which enveloped the entire town 
in a sea of smoke and flames. 
In 
the course of the night, the fire 
developed into a veritable inferno. 
“We approached the northwest 
lim its of the city although search­ 
lights and anti-aircraft fire were 
most active. 
“Ahead of us one of our m a­ 
chines was plunging bombs into 
a gigantic workshop below. 
“Our own bombs hit the exact 
center of a motor factory.

DES MOINES, la., August 3 0 - 
H enry A. Wallace, who last night 
accepted 
the 
Democratic, 
vice­ 
president nomination with a fight­ 
ing speech in which he labelled the 
Republican party as “the party 
of appeasement,” today prepared 
the 
itinerary for his 
campaign 
to u r of the middle west next week. 
Wallace 
indicated 
he 
would 
spend this weekend at his Des 
Moines home, and then begin an 
intensive 
tour of the 
midwest 
which will be centered in Illinois 
for five days. Following that, he 
said, he may speak in Indiana, 
home state of Wendell Willkie, 
Republican presidential nominee. 
His exact schedule remained un­ 
certain. 
Generally known for his mild 
manner, Wallace last night lashed 
out furiously at New Deal foes, 
and characterized President Roo­ 
sevelt as “the one man who, more 
than any other, represents secur­ 
ity for democracy in the modern 
world.” 
Touching only lightly on domes­ 
tic issues, Wallace described Mr. 
Roosevelt as the defender of de­ 
mocracy. whose defeat in Novem­ 
ber would bring “rejoicing in Ber­ 
lin.” 
Battle* For Democracy 
“For nearly eight years,” he 
said. 
“President Roosevelt 
has 
battled for democracy and free­ 
dom. 
for their preservation 
at 
home and abroad. 
“Both Germany and the United 
States were shaken to the depths 
by the crisis of 1932. Germany met 
that crisis with dictatorship and 
Hitler. The United States met it 
with democracy and Roosevelt. 
"H itler believed in government 
by a band of Nazi overlords, with 
Hitler himself as the dictator at 
the top. Roosevelt believed in gov- I 
ernment by the people and for the 
people. 
“H itler believed in reducing the 
status of working men and women 
to th at 
of serfs. Roosevelt be- j 
lieved in putting the common man ; 
first—improving 
his wages 
and 
working conditions and upholding 
in law the right of cellective bar­ 
gaining.” 
While Hitler “was the implac­ 
able enemy of all democracy,” Wal­ 
lace continued. “Franklin Roose­ 
velt was its eager servant and 
faithful defender before the whole 
world.” 
W allace 
accused 
the 
“blind 
leadership" of the Republican par­ 
ty of failing to understand the ! 
danger of German aggression to 
this country and alleged that when 
the President tried to adjust con­ 
ditions in this country to world 
happenings, the G. O. P. “fought 
him a t home as Hitler fought him 1 
abroad.” Opposition to the Roose­ 
velt policies played into the hands 
of Hitler, Wallace declared. 
“I do not wish to imply,” he 
stated, “that the Republican lead- I 
era are wilfully and consciously 
giving aid and comfort to Hitler. 
But I w ant to emphasize that re- i 
placem ent of Roosevelt, even lf 
it were by the most patriotic lead­ 
ership that could be found, would j 
cause Hitler to rejoice.” 
Policies Lauded By G. O. P. 
On the New Deal farm policies, 
Wallace said they were such that 
the Republicans commended them j 
verbally, but actually “when it !

Paulding County is one. of the best 
farming sections in Ohio, but the 
Farm Security Administration has 
rural 
rehabilitation 
loans 
of 
$166,998 outstanding to 213 Pauld­ 
ing County farm families and has 
been repaid $65,,695 on loans made 
since 1934, according to County 
A gricultural Agent D. C. Foster. 
Mr. Foster says the success of 
rehabilitation 
loans can not 
be 
measured by the number and size 
of the loans nor by the. payments 
made by borrowers. The purpose 
of 
the loans 
is to 
re-establish 
farm families as a self supporting 
unit of the community when such 
families are unable to overcome 
obstacles by other means. 
In 
Paulding County, the 
net 
worth of the borrowers above the 
amount of their loans increased 
from $1,162 at the time the money 
was borrowed to $1,477 at the end 
of the 1939 crop year. The loans 
enabled the borrowers to m ain­ 
tain themselves, make the requir­ 
ed payments, and gain an average 
of $315 in money or farm ing equip­ 
ment. 
Paulding County also is one of 
those in the nation in which the 
tenant purchase program ds avail­ 
able. The law appropriating funds 
for this program requires th at the 


borrower m ust be a citizen and a 
tenant, laborer, or *hare cropper 
who has made the m ajor share of 
the family living expenses from 
farming. 
Loans are made only on farm s 
large enough to be a practical unit 
to support the family, and the 
farm must be operated in such a 
manner that the soil is not de­ 
pleted by the crop rotation. Loans 
are made for a period of 40 years 
and carry an interest rate of 3 per­ 
cent. 
Ohio people interested in the 
rural rehabilitation loans should 
contact their county agricultural 
agent or go to the nearest Farm 
Security Administration office. The 
tenant purchase loans are available 
only in a few Ohio counties. The 
agricultural agents will have in­ 
formation 
concerning the 
loans 
where they are available.

His holy name. 
Bless Jehovah, O my soul, 
And forget not all His benefits.” 
Suppose we forget all the ter­ 
rible things that are going on in 
the world for the moment, and 
concentrate 
on 
the 
things 
we 
have to be thankful for—for which 
we can “ble^s Jehovah.” 
I sometimes think there are 
very, very few people who are as 
happy as they might be, because 
so few think seriously of their 
blessings. How many of you stop 
and consider your homes, your fa­ 
ther, mother, sisters and brothers 
and other relatives who make life 
happy for you? 
Just having a 
home with parents who love you, 
who provide you with a comfort­ 
able place to stay, with food and 
clothes 
and 
playthings, 
should 
make one feel happy inside. 
Of 
course things go wrong occasion­ 
ally in such homes, just as they 
do in the world which is such a 
beautiful place. There are storms 
and disasters. 
But how few they 
are compared 
with 
the 
happy 
times. If we really seriously take 
time to think of these things, joy 
wells up within us, and naturally 
we say with the, psalmist, “Bless 
the Lord. Oh my soul, and forget 
not all His benefits.” 
How beautiful is the world we 
live in, and especially our own 
dear 
country, 
with 
its 
fertile 
fields, its orchards and vineyards, 
its hills and valleys, mountains 
and streams; its sunsine—even its 
storms! What comforts we have; 
what diversity of products—nat­ 
ural and manufactured. 
Fount Your Blessings 
Next time ^ou are unhappy for 
any reason, count up all these 
blessings, and your depression will 
roll away like mist before the 
sun. 
The next lines of the psalm are: 
“Who forgiveth all thine iniqui­ 
ties; 
Who healeth all thy diseases: 
Who redeemeth thy life from 
destruction; 
Who .crow ne th thee with loving 
kindness and tender mer­ 
cies; 
Who satisfieth thy desire with 


good things, 
So that thy youth is renewed 
like the eagle. 
He hath not dealt with us after 
our sins. 
Now rewardeth us after our in­ 
iquities.” 
Each of us is aware of our 
faults. We wrestle with them and 
try to do what is right, only to 
fall again and again into sin. or 
at least into wrong doing. 
But 
our lives are not made ceaselessly 
unhappy because of these things. 
We “are not dealt with after our 
sins," but are forgiven again and 
again, and loved, and our good 
points appreciated. 
“He remem* 
bereth that we are dust,” that He 
created us so that it is easy for 
us to do wrong, and so we are 
forgiven. 
The psalmist then speaks of the 
shortness of man’s life. 
“As for 
man, his days are as grass; as a 
flower of the field, so he flourish­ 
e d . 
For the wind passed over 
it. and it is gone; and the place 
thereof shall know it no more. 
But the loving kindness of Jeho­ 
vah is fron^ everlasting to ever­ 
lasting.” 
Surely with such love and for­ 
bearance we should not only strive 
to what is right, but should give 
thanks unto Jehovah all our days. 
The 107th psalm continues the 
theme of God’s goodness, with the 
refrain occurring throughout at 
intervals: 
“Oh give thanks unto the Lord, 
for He is good: for His mercy en­ 
dured forever.” 
It refers to the banishment of 
the Jewish people from their own 
land and their captivity, and of 
their return from exile. It points 
out how Jehovah made that exile 
bearable, and at last showed them 
the way home. They wandered in 


the desert, the psalmist says, but 
“He led them ford by the right 
way, that they might go to a city 
of habitation.” 
“He satisfieth the longing soul, 
and filled the Hungry soul with 
goodness.” 
“They d a t go down to the sea 
in ships, that do business in great 
waters: 
These see the works of the 
Lord, and His wonders in the 
J deep.”

He speaks of the storms thai 
I come to the sailors and that when 
! it seems they will be lost, they 
I cry to the Lord, and “He maketh 
the storm a calm, so that the 
waves thereof are still.” 
“Oh that men would praise the 
Lord for His goodness, and for 
His wonderful works to d e chil­ 
dren of men.”

The convention closes the following day. 
Political observers interpreted the la tte r announcem ent as an in­ 
dication th a t Dem ocratic leaders 
had agreed to m aintain, a t least 
on the surface, an attitude of h a r­ 
mony. 
Saw yer and form er Gov. 
M artin L. Davey, who once m ore 
controls the p a rty as the Demo­ 
cratic gubernatorial nominee, have 
been a t odds since the national 
com m itteem an defeated the fo r­ 
m er chief executive in the 1038 
prim ary.

Instead 
of complaining about the trouble 
of vaccination, or putting off the 
day when it should be done, one 
day of experience like that in the 
eighteenth century would make 
us want to rush pell mell and have 
all the children vaccinated at 
once. 
No Such Fear Today 
Because if you hear today that 
smallpox has broken out in the 
next village, you just shrug your 
shoulders and see to it that every­ 
one in your household is vaccinat­ 
ed right away. 
On one occasion when I was 
ward surgeon of a hospital in the 


thing we don’t have to worry about 
in the army. We have a hundred 
per cent vaccinated army, and if 
you wanted to, you could leave the 
man in the ward without doing 
any harm." 
So among my recommendations 
about preparing the young child 
for school, I should like to empha­ 
size very strongly that you be sure 
to look up the record and make 
certain your child has been vac­ 
cinated against smallpox. 
In a group of college students 
at Manhattan, Kansas, it was 
found that twenty per cent had 
never been vaccinated. 
The Younger the Better 
The age at which smallpox vac­ 
cination should be done is very 
young. One series of cases has 
been reported when it was done on 
the first day of life. Six months 
is conservatively considered the 
proper time. The young patients 
stand it better than when they are 
older. The multiple puncture meth­ 
od now used is hardly troublesome 
enough to require the use of a 
dressing. 
We hear objections about the 
trouble of having vaccination done 
three times, but it has been found 
that simultaneous immunization 
against smallpox^ typhoid and 
diphtheria can all be done at the 
same time without any more reac­ 
tion than one gets from vaccine 
given for only one disease.

Germany’s Land Attack 
May Come From Ireland

W ASHINGTON, A ugust 30—N ot m uch has leaked past the censors, 
but the B ritish have been busy digging an extensive series of b arri­ 
cades along the coast of England, so th a t Nazi troops when they land 
will face a m ass of barbed w ire and trenches rem iniscent of W orld 
W ar I. 
This line extends from Dover in the south of E ngland up to the Mid­ 
lands, and includes m achine gun nests, light artillery and heavy a rtil­ 
lery em placem ents, together w ith trenches and breastw orks. 
The 
trenches are not very deep and are of the W orld W ar type, but A m er­ 
ican observers 
who have seen them figure th a t the B ritish system , 
which covers alm ost every inch along the coast, will be a deadly ob­ 
stacle to Nazi invaders. 
Looking back on the French 
defenses, it will be recalled 
th at France 
had alm ost nothing along 
the Belgian border, and th a t the artillery 
em placem ents 
which
